It IS easy to get the idea that the United 
States is struggling uj:^ill with its program 
of progress for Latin America. 
In the current meeting at Punta del Esta in 
Uruguay there also is strong resistance to 
U.S. ideas for hastening the casting out of 
('astro in Cuba. 
In the background of the Alliance for Pro­ 
gress. the multi-billion-dollar plan for neat- 
enmg up Latin Amenca with U.S. funds and 
technical know-how seems to be having an 
uphill struggle, too. People in a position to 
know say this may be one of the worst 
bloopers of the still young Kennedy admin­ 
istration They say the Alliance for Progress 
has confronted Latin American governments 
with specifications for progress that are be­ 
yond their reach. 
We have been reading the Declaration to 
the Peoples of .America, which is the official 
statement issued last .August by the special 
meeting of the Inter-American Economic 
and Social Council at the Ministerial I^vel 
held in Punta del Flste—and no wonder there’s 
an uphill pull to get the .Alliance for Progress 
in motion. 


THE I)E(1.AR ATION says the mem!>ers of 
the alliance pledge themselve„s to reform 
their lax laws, “demanding more from those 
who have most, to punish tax evasion severe­ 
ly and to redistribute the national income in 
order to benefit those wffio are most in need, 
while. . . promoting savings and inveidment 
and reinvestment of capital” Is the United 
States going to do this too? 
Tt says they will wipe out illiteracy—and 
tliis in countries whose illiteracy rates range 
upward to 85 per rent of their populations. 


It says they will wipe out unemployment, 


a miracle that even our own Secretary of 
I,abor Cioldbcrg is backing away from be­ 
cause he doesn't know where to begin. 
It says they will maintain monetary policies 
that will provide an adequate basis for eco­ 
nomic development, a tender point in the 
United States at present, because the Ken­ 
nedy administration is being accused of put­ 
ting its political finger in the eye of some of 
this country’s would-be economic developers. 
.And by way of a really sweeping statement, 
il says “the countries of l.atin .America agree 
to devote a steadily increasing share of their 
own resources to economic and social de­ 
velopment. and to make the reforms neces­

It is easy to get the idea that the United 
States is struggling uphill with its program 
of progress for Latin America, 
In the current meeting at Punta del Est* in 
U ruguay there also is strong resistance to 
U.S. ideas for hastening the casting out of 
('astro in Cuba. 
In the background of the Alliance for Pro­ 
gress. the multi-billion-dollar plan for neat­ 
ening up Latin America with U.S. funds and 
technical know-how seems to be having an 
uphill struggle, too. People in a position to 
know say this may be one of the worst 
bloopers of the still young Kennedy admin­ 
istration They say the Alliance for Progress 
has confronted Latin American governments 
with specifications for progress that are be­ 
yond their reach. 
We have been reading the Declaration to 
the Peoples of America winch is the official 
statem ent issued last August by the special 
meeting of the Inter-American 
Economic 
and Social Council at the Ministerial Ix*vel 
held in Punta del Este—and no wander there’s 
an uphill pull to get the Alliance for Progress 
in motion. 


THE DECLARATION says the memliers of 
the alliance pledge themselves to reform 
their tax laws. “demanding more from those 
who have most, to punish tax evasion severe­ 
ly and to redistribute the national income in 
order to benefit those who are most in need, 
while. . . promoting savings and investment 
and reinvestment of capital " Is the United 
States going to do this too? 
It says they* will wipe out illiteracy—and 
tVus in countries whose illiteracy rates range 
upward to 85 ppr rent of their populations. 


It says they will wipe out unemployment. 
a miracle that even our own Secretary of 
Labor Goldberg is backing away from be­ 
cause he doesn t know where to begin 
It says they will maintain monetary policies 
that will provide an adequate basis for eco­ 
nomic development, a tender point in the 
United States at present, because the Ken­ 
nedy administration is being accused of put­ 
ting its political finger in the eye of some of 
this country’s would-be economic developers. 
And by way of a really sweeping statement, 
it says “ the countries of Latin America agree 
to devote a steadily increasing share of their 
own resources to economic and social de­ 
velopment and to make the reforms neces­ 
sary to assure that all share fully in the 
fruits of the Alliance for Progress.” 


THIS IS THE kind of statem ent that is 
too rich and drippy for even the sam e diplo- 
m ats and political careerists who call the 
governmental turn in Latin America Govern­ 
ment service for them is not so much a 
challenge to give everybody a share in the 
fruits of progress as it is to cope with 
opponents who are trying to ease them out 
of power with violence if necessary.

The question posed in the poll 
was: "Do you approve or disap­ 
prove of the way Kennedy is han­ 
dling his job as president?” Many 
people who would say “ yes” in 
answer might say the opposite if 
asked specifically whether in an 
election held right now they would 
cast their ballot for him 
There s quite a difference be­ 
tween applauding a man s con­ 
scientious effort to perform t h e 
duties of the presidential office 
and passing judgment on the spe­ 
cific steps a president has taken 
in domestic and international pol­ 
icy. 
On the whole, as the citizen 
answers the Gallup Poll’s ques­ 
tion he would he likely to give Mr. 
Kennedy an "A ” for effort. The 
“way he has 
handled his job” 
could mean the image that the 
public has obtained of an earnest 
young man. anxious to learn while 
beset with a multitude of nerve- 
racking problems. 


INTERNATIONALLY speaking 
for example.

On domestic issues, Mr. Ken­ 
nedy has hardly had a chance yet 
to mark out his course. Many of 
the recommendations he has made 
are subject to criticism but the 
public generally is not aware of 


the pitfalls of his economic poli­ 


cies 
They will be only if such 


policies bring on another reces­ 


sion and more unemployment. 


Businessmen, who know from 


experience the consequences that 
m ay flow from some of the un­ 
sound theories which Mr. Kennedy 
with the best of intentions has ac­ 
cepted from the hands of his ad­ 
visers. would rather wait a year 
or more before coming to conclu­ 
sions about the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration 
They still can’t believe he will 
swallow 
the economic 
fallacies 
that characterized the New Deal’s 
7 • year failure to “prime t h e 
pump” in the biggest depression 
in our history. 
But. for all practical purposes, 
the Gallup Poll seems an accu­ 
rate measure of the trend of pub­ 
lic opinion as a whole. 
The favorable image which th* 
county has of President Kennedy 
is largely due to one of the most 
powerful and comprehensive pub­ 
licity campaigns ever untertaken 
by an American president. Not 
even 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, who were 
m asters of the ways of getting 
publicity, can compare with him 
for Mr. Kennedy has a politician’s 
conviction that a favorable press 
is nine-tenths of the 
battle for 
votes. 
It should not for a moment he 
inferred from this that the press 
is slanted in its new’s reports. On 
the contrary, these have been as 
objective as could be desired. But 
the difference from the preceding 
administration is that Mr. Ken­ 
nedy makes news that has to be 
reported — and so does his ener­ 
getic wife Youth is a novelty in 
the White House, and that in it­ 
self makes news.

er meetings. Bu t attemp ts to in-! 
trodu ce ev idence on th e later i 
meetings were defeated by de-j 
fense motions — u p h eld by th e 
ju dge—th at th e case cou ld not 
be tried on qu estions of equ ity — 
th e righ ts and wrongs and th e 
wh y s and th e wh erefores in th e 
backgrou nd. 
In h is ru ling, Ju dge Ch ertoff 
ex p lained from th e bench th at 
th e case cou ld be decided on only 
th ree p oints, or any oth er so- 
called “forcible entry a n d de­ 
tainer” case. Th ey are, th e ju dge 
said: 1. Does th e p laintiff h av e 
a righ t to p ossession of th e p rem­ 
ises? 2. Was th e defendant seiv ed 
notice to v acate, and 3. Has h e 
continu ed to occu p y th e p remises. 
“In th e cou rt’s op inion, th is is 
a v ery regrettable action,” th e 
ju dge commented at th e ou tset of 
h is ru ling. “I don’t like to see 
th is matter brou gh t into cou rt. 
We are all ch ildren of God and 
it’s regrettable th at th e cou rt h as 
to decide a case of th is kind. Bu t 
I will not sh irk my du ty . Some 
will feel I am righ t and some will 
feel I am wrong wh en th e de­ 
cision is in. 
“Th is is a case simp ly of forci­ 
ble entry and detainer. It’s p u re­ 
ly statu tory , u nknown at common 
law, to p rov ide a su mmary , ex ­ 
traordinary way to recov er p os­ 
session of real estate.

You'll see the umpire ex­ 
amine a ball that may have been foul-tipped and then throw rn 
a new one The used ones are not discarded but are used for 
batting practice. The exact number of balls actually used would 
be a bit difficult to determine, since there would be no accuarte 
way to do this except to have someone at every game do nothing 
but count the balls used in the game The best estimate—based 
on information from the ball clubs — is that in the 1981 seas in 
there were about 88,000 balls used This would average out to 
48 balls a game.

CLEVELAND (AP) - The Bak- 
cry & Confectionery W o r k e r s 
Union (B&C) convention has turn­ 
ed down three proposals concern­ 
ing the independent union’s fu­ 
ture-including a personal mvita 
tion from James R 
Hoffa that 
they merge with his Teamsters 
Union 
Now the 365 delegates to the 
union’s 26th convention turn their 
attention to a proposal from an 
anti - administration group which 
wants to return to the AFL-CIO 
Drafted by the Local Unions re 
unification 
Committee 
(LURC), 
the fourth proposal calls for nego­ 
tiations with the AFL-CIO Amer­ 
ican Bakery and Confectionery 
Workers (ABC) “for the purpose 
of effectuating merger and unifi­ 
cation.” 
Backers of the proposal said it 
probably will be introduced Thurs­ 
day. 
The delegates voted 1.797 to 837 
Tuesday against accepting the in­ 
vitation Hoffa extended in an ad­ 
dress at the opening session Mon­ 
day. The delegates represent 135 
B&C locals in 50 states and Can­ 
ada. 
Also voted down by nearly tw'o 
to one was a resolution that the 
BAC continue as an independent, 
and an administration-drafted pro­ 
posal calling for return to the 
AFL-CIO. 
The LURC joined the pro-Team- 
sters element in voting against 
that resolution. LURC spokesmen 
said they favored going in with 
the ABC but opposed the resolu­ 
tion in the form in which the ad­ 
ministration proposed it. They said 
the language of the resolution sug­ 
gested absorption of the B & C 
by the AFL-CIO group on terms 
set forth by George Meany, AFL- 
CIO president.
